we know very 'lit- 
tle of the rose of 
Sharon, something 
of the lily of the 
valley, and less of 
morning 
stars; 


but we do know 


considerable about doors. Christ in 
this text represents himself as the 
open door. The words with which be 
paints this Into the picture are, "if any 
man enter in," "go In," and "go out." 


Now there must be some Tery plain 


and fundamental lessons Christ would 


: teach us by. tbis homely and common- 
place portrayal of himself. 
One of 


these Is .the simple one that the Lord 
Jeans Christ Is the .open door into sal- 
vation. 
"How elemental," you say; 


yes, but bow essential It is that we 
know this, for many mistake other 
.doors for the door. They think salva- 
tion, is either, through the church, or 
baptism, or good works, or somethini 
.else, when the truth is salvation Is 
i through Christ. How plain, and direct 
iare the Scriptures concerning this, as 
'for example, Romans .6:23, "the gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord," or Acts 4:12, "Nel- 
;tber is there salvation In any other: 
if or there Is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby w« 
must be saved." And then the words 
of Christ in our text, "I am the door; 
by (through) me If any man enter In 
he shall be saved." 


Next to knowing that Jesus Christ 


Is the only open door Into salvation la 
the need of knowing that he is the 
open door for all. He himself makes 
this clear when.lie says "by toe if any; 
man enter in he shall be awred." "Any 
man".Includes every, man, and ex- 
cludes no man. Jesus Christ, the open 
door .into salvation, swings wide open 
tor every one-to enter In.. This also is 
clearly taught in, the Scriptures. Our 
Lord himself bids all men to come to 
him and ,tbe flit-Inclusive word .of- tho 
Gospel is "whosoever." ..In this connec- 
tion it is usually coupled with another 
important word that we do well to pon- 
der, and, that is the word,"wlll:" "who- 
soever will,", we read, "may come;" and 
again '^whosoever will. let him take of 
the water of life freely." So we see 
that while .Jesus Christ is the open 
door for alii the; question of entering 
that door depends upon-the wills of 
those for whom the door swings wide 
open. Jesus never coerces anyone into 
mterlng through him, the open door, 
,nto salvation; he Invites, entreats and 
constrains all to enter, but never com- 
pels anyone to enter. This puts the 
question of entering the open door 
squarely befnro oach person. Christ 
s the open door for all into salvation, 
but whether one enters or not is a 
matter of bis own will. This is why 
.'o.sus said t« mon in his day to whom 
lie nppc.'ilcil: "Y<? will not come unto 
uie.-thni yc,might have life." What a 
solemnizing truth it is, that onr salva- 
tion depends upon our willingness to 
.accept the offer- of salvation fully pur- 
chased by Christ and freely offered to 
the world ,in him. , In other plain 
words, that we mny be Saved, or nbt, 
as -we .choose. If we enter, through 
Christ, the open door, we shall be 
saved; if we choose not to enter, we 
shall be lost. It is not enough, yon 
see, to know that Christ Is the only 
open door Into salvation and the open 
door for all. If he is to be our Savior, 
he must,, as the. open door,, i& jftaSe 
use of, otherwise how can he avail usT

considerable about doors. Christ in 
this text represents himself as the 
open door. The words with which be 
paints this Into the picture are, "if any 
man enter in," "go In," and "go out." 


Now there must be some Tery plain 


and fundamental lessons Christ would 


: teach us by. tbis homely and common- 
place portrayal of himself. 
One of 


these Is .the simple one that the Lord 
Jeans Christ Is the .open door into sal- 
vation. 
"How elemental," you say; 


yes, but bow essential It is that we 
know this, for many mistake other 
.doors for the door. They think salva- 
tion, is either, through the church, or 
baptism, or good works, or somethini 
.else, when the truth is salvation Is 
i through Christ. How plain, and direct 
iare the Scriptures concerning this, as 
'for example, Romans .6:23, "the gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord," or Acts 4:12, "Nel- 
;tber is there salvation In any other: 
if or there Is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby w« 
must be saved." And then the words 
of Christ in our text, "I am the door; 
by (through) me If any man enter In 
he shall be saved." 


Next to knowing that Jesus Christ 


Is the only open door Into salvation la 
the need of knowing that he is the 
open door for all. He himself makes 
this clear when.lie says "by toe if any; 
man enter in he shall be awred." "Any 
man".Includes every, man, and ex- 
cludes no man. Jesus Christ, the open 
door .into salvation, swings wide open 
tor every one-to enter In.. This also is 
clearly taught in, the Scriptures. Our 
Lord himself bids all men to come to 
him and ,tbe flit-Inclusive word .of- tho 
Gospel is "whosoever." ..In this connec- 
tion it is usually coupled with another 
important word that we do well to pon- 
der, and, that is the word,"wlll:" "who- 
soever will,", we read, "may come;" and 
again '^whosoever will. let him take of 
the water of life freely." So we see 
that while .Jesus Christ is the open 
door for alii the; question of entering 
that door depends upon-the wills of 
those for whom the door swings wide 
open. Jesus never coerces anyone into 
mterlng through him, the open door, 
,nto salvation; he Invites, entreats and 
constrains all to enter, but never com- 
pels anyone to enter. This puts the 
question of entering the open door 
squarely befnro oach person. Christ 
s the open door for all into salvation, 
but whether one enters or not is a 
matter of bis own will. This is why 
.'o.sus said t« mon in his day to whom 
lie nppc.'ilcil: "Y<? will not come unto 
uie.-thni yc,might have life." What a 
solemnizing truth it is, that onr salva- 
tion depends upon our willingness to 
.accept the offer- of salvation fully pur- 
chased by Christ and freely offered to 
the world ,in him. , In other plain 
words, that we mny be Saved, or nbt, 
as -we .choose. If we enter, through 
Christ, the open door, we shall be 
saved; if we choose not to enter, we 
shall be lost. It is not enough, yon 
see, to know that Christ Is the only 
open door Into salvation and the open 
door for all. If he is to be our Savior, 
he must,, as the. open door,, i& jftaSe
